E A S T E R N . 
N ew York, March 19th.

SA N F R A N C ISC O . 


S a n F r a n c isc o. March 19i,h. 
Tlie Oregon Democratic State Con­ 
vention lias nominated Gov. Grover 
for re-election, G. A. Lodow for Con­ 
gress and Chadwick for Secretary of 
State. It declared in favor of the free 
navigation of the Columbia river. 
Tlie Grangers favor building a rail­ 
road from Portland to Salt Lake.

The discussion of Irwin’s bill to 
regulate fares and freights in Califor­ 
nia has gone over till next Monday. 


National and State Parks. 
Bayard Taylor gave us not long since 
a very readable vo ume descriptive 
of our national park. This park em­ 
braces a district fifty-five by sixty- 
five miles at the sources of the Mis­ 
souri and Yellowstone. It is incased 
by mountains ranging from 10,000 to 
12,000 feet high; and the tract itself is 
about 6,000 feet above the level of the 
sea. It probably includes more natu­ 
ral curiosities, geysers, hot springs, 
volcanoes, odd geological formations, 
water-falls, lakes and cafions of great 
depth, than any strip of land of equal 
extent on the globe. The first concep­ 
tion of such a park is probably to be 
credited to the great Indian painter, 
George Catlin, although he had never 
traversed this identical region. This 
action of Congress in setting apart a 
tract to be forever the pleasure ground 
of tlie people, is to be copied by somu 
of the (States. New York has received 
tlie first report of its commissioners 
appointed to consider the subject. 
They were directed “to inquire into 
tlie expediency of providing for vest­ 
ing in the state the title to tlie tim­ 
bered lands lying within seven of the 
most northern counties, and convert­ 
ing the same iuto a public park.” 
This region reaches westward from 
Lake Champlain, gs far as tlie Black 
river. It includes what lias become 
famous as the Adirondack region, and 
John Brown’s tract. The portion left 
available to tne Htate for tlie purposes 
desired is found to be about 40,000 
acres. The Commissioners say they 
have come to tlie conclusion that 
these forest lands should be preserved, 
and not simply for the sake of a park, 
"but that a necessary quantity of 
water may be retained in the naviga­ 
ble rivers, and in tlie streams which 
supply the canals and afford the mo­ 
tive powei to mills.” The boating, 
tramping, hunting and fishing expe­ 
ditions will afford that physical train­ 
ing which the young men of the East­ 
ern Wtutes stand in need of. They con­ 
sider that no expenditures will be 
necessary, save tlie improvements of a 
few roads to settlements. The forest 
is in itself a natural park, and, as 
such, should be retained in its wild 
state for the perpetual use of tlie peo­ 
ple. Measures similar to this have 
been talked of in several other states, 
and we are not sure but they have, in 
one or two instances, been curried in­ 
to effect. The need for (State parks is, 
however, not yet felt in the West as it 
is in the East. The time will come, 
and at the present rate of settlement it 
will come soon, when we shall need to 
consider this matter. For tlie present, 
the furnishing of available, conveni­ 
ent and spacious parks for our metro­ 
politan cities is the all important 
matter.—[St. Louis Democrat. 


The Fire at Santa Barbara. 
The Times of the 17th, gives the 
following account of the burning of 
St. Vincent college : In an incredibly 
short time numbers of our citizens 
flocked to the scene, conspicuous 
among whom were the members of 
Pioneer Engine Company No. 1, 
who took charge and pressing others 
into service went to work getting out 
the furniture, school desks, bedding, 
and in fact everything contained in 
tlie interior, which they succeeded in 
doing. The main building is a three 
story brick, eighty by sixty feet, the 
lower story being occupied as school, 
music and reception rooms, the second 
devoted to class rooms, the third to 
sleeping apartments. The fire broke 
out in the upper story, being caused 
by a defective flue. The fire burned 
slowly, and the building could and 
would have been saved with com­ 
paratively slight damage if there had 
been any apparatus—even ladders and 
buckets—at hand. As it was, it was 
fortunate that the furniture and 
moveables were saved. The building 
cost $25,000 or $30,000 and was wholly 
uqinsured. Being of a very substan­ 
tial character, the walls of the building 
will, it is thought, be found intact. In 
that case, the loss will probably not 
exceed $18,000 or $20,000. But it is 
not yet certain that the walls will be 
found serviceable. Tlie culinary de­ 
partment of tlie establishment—a 
wooden structure in the rear—was 
saved by tearing away tlie stairs and 
passage connecting it with the main 
building. Throughout the contest 
with tlie fire-fieud there was manifest 
a lamentable lack of discipline among 
outsiders, which obstructed even the 
work of our organized fireman. But 
that occurence is not surprising under 
the circumstances. The college build­ 
ing was among the finest in tlie place, 
and was an ornament of which any 
town might well be proud. Its de­ 
struction is universally regretted as a 
loss to tlie whole community, as well 
as to the noble sisterhood who owned 
tlie property. This is the most dis­ 
astrous fire that has oecun d in Santa 
Barbara, not only in the character but 
in the money value of the property 
destroyed.________________

Fares end Freights. 
Irwin’s bill to regulate fares and 
freights will come up for discussion 
next Monday. In the meantime, as 
we predicted, opposition is developing. 
The Bulletin shows that the rates for 
shipping grain for distances of one 
hundred miles and under are much 
higher than those contemplated by 
Freeman's bill, and also that the great 
bulk of the grain shipped by rail is 
raised withiu that distance of San 
Francisco. The Union opens fire on 
the substitute, and particularly calls 
attention to the objectionable provis­ 
ion in reference to the transferring of 
passenger tickets. The railroad organs 
are mum, probably because they have 
been taken by surprise, and want a 
little time to consider how to attack 
the strange monster. As they are op­ 
posed, however, to the priuciple of 
legislative control of railroads, they 
may be expected to fight as soon as 
they find out just how the old thing is 
going to work. So far as this section 
of the State is concerned we feel 
that our best security . for cheap 
freights depends on the ease and 
readiness with which we have access 
to the sea, and believe that the re­ 
moval of the bar at Wilmington and 
the building of a narrow-gauge road to 
“Shoo-Fly,” both being within the 
range of early probabilities, will do 
more to regulate fares and freights 
than all the legislation of a whole 
Winter’s session. Still we shall look 
with interest on the struggle, hoping 
that a solution of the difficult problem 
may be arrived at which will relieve 
the people of the State from oppressive 
charges, and yet encourage the build­ 
ing of the system of railroads that is 
to make Los Angeles the great city of 
the Southern Coast. 


The Panam a Steamers. 
The communication from Edward 
Higgins, the General Agent of the Pa­ 
cific Mail Line, printed in the pro­ 
ceedings of the Chamber of Commerce, 
while not entirely conclusive is a mat­ 
ter of congratulation, for the hopes it 
holds out of the final accomplishment 
of a much desired end. Direct com­ 
munication with New York is of great 
importance to this section of the State, 
and everything that our city can do to 
facilitate such communication will 
tend to advance it on the road to pros­ 
perity. As soon as we can count with 
certainty on the safe and easy access 
of the vessels of the Pacific Mail Line 
to the harbor of Wilmington, the 
trade already existing with the East­ 
ern cities will increase to important 
proportions. Our wool and wine will 
nearly all taJ^e that route to market, 
and quantities of merchandise that 
now come by way,, of San Francisco 
will be shipped direct to our own port. 


T h e r e seems to be no deposition 
on the part of Congress to do anything 
for the relief of the Mission Indians. 
The Senate Committee on Indian Af­ 
fairs have asked to be discharged from 
further consideration of the matter, 
and the request has been granted. If 
the Mission Indians had only proven 
themselves as troublesome as the 
Apaches they might expect some­ 
thing, but having always behaved 
themselves, their claims are dismissed 
without consideration. 
The value of the United States Sig­ 
nal Service has received a substantial 
demonstration at Cairo, Illinois. A 
destructive storm swept over that lo­ 
cality day before yesterday, unroofing 
buildings and destroying property. 
The steamboat men, however, warned 
by means of the Signal Service, were 
prepared for it and preserved their frail 
craft from damage. 


A Late Discovery at Pompeii. 
The form of another human body 
which has been impressed on the ashes 
of Pompeii has been preserved in plas­ 
ter of Paris within the last few days. 
The cast is said to be extremely beau­ 
tiful and far superior to any which 
have heretofore beeu taken. The head 
is a portrait; the nose is long and de­ 
cidedly aqualine; the lips full and 
half open, the ears enormously large. 
There is no muscular contraction de­ 
noting a violent death; the whole per­ 
son, which is in the pose of one who 
sleeps a placid slee’p, shows that the 
unhappy citizen of Pompeii died of 
asphyxia. He lies on his left side, 
resting his head on the right hand, 
while the other arm, bent under the 
breast, is almost concealed; the legs 
are drawn up unequally, the left more 
than the right, which is stretched out 
naturally. Around the loins was a 
linen covering, which concealed a 
small portion of the legs; the breast 
was naked, without the shirt, unless 
there be some appearance of one under 
the left arm-pit; but the feet were 
naked, and these have been cast mag­ 
nificently. It is worthy of note that 
this body was found at a remarkable 
hight, almost on a level of the second 
story, and near it were a few pieces of 
money in bronze and silver. Thus an­ 
other interesting addition is made to 
the cast of human forms now in the 
museum. The first experiment of the 
kind was made “a long time ago” by 
Commendatore Elorelli, now director 
of the National Museum. It created 
a great sensation at the time, as well 
it might, for it brought to light, if not 
to life, some of the victims of that 
great eruption whieh buried a whole 
city beneath its ashes, and presented 
us with a type of the race who once 
peopled the streets of that now silent 
city.— [London Athenaeum. 
A colored citizen of Natchez was 
boasting to a grocer of the cheapness 
often pounds of sugar he had purchas­ 
ed at a rival store. "Let me weigh 
the package,” said the grocer, and it 
was found two pounds short. The 
oolored gentleman looked perplexed 
for a moment, and then said: “Guess 
he didn’t cheat dis child much; 
while he was getting the sugar I stole 
two pair ob shoes.” 


The Trade in Tin Plate. 
To those who are well acquainted 
with the nature and uses of an article 
of such general utility as tin plate it 
will no doubt be a matter of surprise 
to learn that there are a great many 
people of more than average intelli­ 
gence who suppose it to be tin rolled 
into sheets. A short time ago the su- 
periuteudendent of a large machine 
shop connected with one of our princi­ 
pal railroads undertook to prove to a 
well-known metal merchant of this 
city that tin plates are made wholly of 
tin. He attempted to demonstrate the 
truth of his assertion by cutting a plate 
with a shears and showing that the 
edges were >of the same color as the 
sides of the plate. The effort to estab­ 
lish the truth of such a proposition by 
such an experiment can only be paral­ 
leled by the elaborate calculation of 
the young engineer who undertook to 
prove that it was impossible to gyt 
liorsc-power out of a donkey-engine. 
We do not suppose that any of our 
readers in the metal-working trade 
need to be told what tin plate is. 
How it is made was described in 
an interesting article published in 
our issue of Jauuary 24th. There 
are however many facts connected 
with the tin plate trade not generally 
known, and we believe they will be 
found of interest to very many of our 
readers. 
The manufacture of tin plate is 
wholly confined to England and Wales 
but the market is very largely influ­ 
enced if not absolutely controlled by 
American dealers. This is not to be 
wondered at when we remember that 
over three-flfths of the whole annual 
product is shipped to the Uni ted States. 
The importations in New York from 
Liverpool in 1873 amounted to 983,209 
boxes; and when we add to this ship­ 
ments from the Welch ports, the offi­ 
cial records of which are not now at 
hand but which are estimated to be 
about 500,000 boxes, we And a total ot 
nearly 1,500,000 boxes for the year. 
The uses to which tin plate is put 
are numerous. It is generally be­ 
lieved that the larger part of the total 
quantity imported is used for rooting 
purposes. This however is a mistaken 
idea. Only about one-quarter the 
quantity imported is applied to this 
use; the rest is variously consumed in 
the manufacture of cans for petroleum 
and other oils; cans and boxes for the 
package of paint, spices, blacking, 
fruits, vegetables, meats, etc., kitchen 
and household utensils and innumer­ 
able other articles composed wholly or 
chiefly of tin plate. The quantity em­ 
ployed for rooting, known to the trade 
as terne plate, is the cheapest tin plate 
made. It is coated with an alloy of 
tin and lead in proportions ranging 
from one part tin and two of lead to 
two of tin and one of lead. The iron 
used in terne plate is usually of ordi­ 
nary quality and is rolled frotn either 
coke or charcoal bars. For all the 
finer qualities of tin work charcoal 
plate is preferable, the iron being of 
better quality, more ductile, and less 
liable to fracture. 
The course of the market is regulated 
by the same influences which govern 
almost every department of trade. The 
supply is usually in proportion to the 
demand, and although in certain states 
of the market a speculative disposition 
is developed it is not usually accom­ 
panied by any violent fluctuations in 
prices. Any changes in the price of 
iron are liable to affect it and of course 
are seized upon by the dealers. The 
general advance in the price of labor 
in England which has taken place 
during the last two years has 
increased the price of tin plate at an 
average of about $1 25 per box, and 
there is not at present much prospect 
of the rates again receding to those 
ruling in 1871 and 1872. After the 
United States, the largest consumers 
are Canada, Australia and New Zea­ 
land. 
There have been several efforts made 
to introduce the manufacture of tin 
plate into the United States, but their 
success so far has not been encourag­ 
ing, and at present we are not aware of 
the existence of any establishment 
that produces plates which can be put 
into competition with the imported 
article. Tin plate is manufactured to 
some extent in France and Belgium, 
but not in sufficient quantity to sup­ 
ply the local demand, although the 
consumption is smaller in proportion 
to the population—and indeed through 
all Continental Europe—than in Eng­ 
land and Am erica. For roofin g on the 
continent when metal is used at all, 
which is not often, zinc is more gener­ 
ally employed than tin, on account of 
its being cheaper, 
During the year 1873 the total ex­ 
port from England of tin plate 
amounted, according to the official re­ 
turns of the Board of Trade to, 120,468 
tons. Of this quantity the United 
States received 85,531 tons—or seventy- 
one per cent of the whole export—a 
fact which goes to show that tinplates 
are used in larger quantity and for a 
greater variety of purposes in this 
country than in any other. For many 
articles of household use the manufac­ 
tures of copper and earthen ware have 
been superceded by those made from 
tin, and the consumption is steadily 
increasing.—[Metal Worker. 
A gentleman in Westminster is 
reported by a London paper to have 
recently received a hand at whist con­ 
sisting of the whole thirteen trumps. 
The deal was a “square” one and the 
occurance purely accidental, but it is 
calculated that the chances against 
such an occurence are about 190,000,­ 
000,000 to one.

The steamer Mikado front Honolulu 
to San Francisco brought the Commer­ 
cial Advertiser of Feb. 25th, which 
says: 
The appointment of Prinee William 
Pitt Leleiohoku as the heir apparent 
and successor of King Kulakaua is a 
most judicious step, and the prompt­ 
ness with which it lias been made has 
tended to impart a feeling of stability 
to the government such as has not ex­ 
isted for several years. The proclama­ 
tion was approved by all the nobles— 
fourteen in number—which gi ves it the 
most complete constitutional ratifica­ 
tion. He is an own brother of the 
King, and was born January 10, 1855, 
the day of the funeral of Kamehameha 
III., and is, therefore, in his twentietli 
year. When quite young he was 
adopted by Her Excellency Keeliko- 
laui, with whom lie has always lived. 
Soon after the establishment of St. 
Alban’s College he was sent there to 
school, first with Mr. Atkinson, and 
continued there till the Summer of 
1872, when lie was placed in the For­ 
eign Oltice as clerk. The records and 
dispatches of the olliefe since that time 
are copied in his handwriting, and the 
work would do credit to a person of 
maturer years. 
Naturally modest and retiring, 
Prince Leleiolioku is comparatively a 
stranger to his countrymen, among 
whom he has appeared very little in 
public. Of the new Cabinet the same 
paper says: 
The first glance at its personnel 
must have satisfied all that the new 
Government means work. It embraces 
men of tried experience and first-class 
ability—men with whom the people 
have 110 right to be dissatisfied so long 
as they remain faithful and true ex­ 
ponents of the royal will and popular 
voice, for wo presume these are, ae 
they ought to be, one. 
Governor P. Nahaolelun, who has 
been selected as Minister of Finance, 
is one of the oldest and most influen­ 
tial native nobles now living, and has 
been the Governor of Maui for twenty- 
one years, having served under the 
tiiree previous Kings. 
William L. Green, who fills the post 
of Minister of Foreign Affairs, is an 
Englishman who has resided here for 
twenty-four years, and during part of 
that time lias been one of j£be tirm of 
Janion, Green & Co. 
Judge Hermann Wideman, the 
newly appointed Minister of the Inte­ 
rior, has simply been promoted and 
restored to the department in which 
he served as Chief Clerk for many 
years, and with the details of which 
he is well posted. 
The appointment of Judge Hartwell 
to he Attorney-General has caused 
greater surprise'than perhaps any other 
that has been made. His six years’ 
residence here has fitted him for al­ 
most any position in the Government, 
added to which the experience gained 
from several years service in the late 
civil war in the United States, during 
which he rose from the rank of a petty 
officer to that of Brigadier-General, 
well qualifies him for executive ser­ 
vice.

Shipping Grain In Bulk. 
A short time since we noted the fact 
that the Petaluma Grange had resolved 
in favor of shipping grain in bulk, and 
now we see that the Vallejo Grange is 
of the same opinion. At a late meet­ 
ing the following resolutions were 
adopted: 
Resolved, That we will use our 
united endeavors and solicit the co­ 
operation of our brother Patrons and 
firiners in bringing about a speedy 
and radical change. 
Resolved, That our opinion of the 
readiest means for accomplishing the 
desired reform will be for grain-growers 
throughout the State to act in unison, 
refusing to buy sacks for grain urtless 
paid for by the purchaser of the grain. 
No exception to be made whether in 
selling for home consumption or ex­ 
port.Resolved, That as in the continu­ 
ance of the present custom we see no 
prospective benefits, hut on the con­ 
trary all that is objectionable and in­ 
jurious, we will give oursupport to the 
system of aggregation, storing and 
handling grain, which has proved 
itself to be the most economical, safe 
and expeditious, by the early adoption 
of which the farmers of the great grain 
producing States of the Northwest, 
though far removed from the seaboard 
and markets, are wealthy and prosper­ 
ous, while the reverse is the condition 
of the grain-growers of the Pacific 
Coast. 
Resolved, That we cannot believe it 
wise, nor do we concur in petitioning 
Congress for the removal of duties 011 
sacks, bagging, or the materials from 
which they are manufactured; as by 
so doing we discourage interests that 
will soon develop into an importance 
equaling those of any of our present 
industries, California proving admira­ 
bly adapted to the growth of jute aud 
all of the textile plants. 
Resolved, That we heartily indorse 
the proposition for cultivating a gen­ 
eral and more extended list of products, 
that wo may be less dependent upon 
the contingencies of season, soil and 
markets. 
Resolved, That we deprecate the 
burning and willful destruction of the 
straw from the grain fields, as is com­ 
monly practiced throughout the State, 
believing that in so doing a vast 
amount of valuable food for earth and 
kine is wholly and entirely lost. 


Another Shipwreck. 
Within the past few weeks, says the 
Oregon Jiulletin of the 9th inst., we 
have been called upon to record a 
number of disasters to vessels upon 
the sea. Of late storms have swept 
across the waters, driving the tiny 
harks upon rock-bound and uncharita­ 
ble coasts. The particulars surround­ 
ing the wreck of the bark Chris. Mitch­ 
ell, which for several years has been 
plying between Puget 8ouud and San 
Francisco in the lumber trade, are as 
follows: One week ago to-day she 
was on her way to Port Madison, from 
San Francisco, supposed to have but 
little, if any, ffeight on board, when 
she encountered asevere gale off Dun- 
geness Point, and at the same time a 
dense, blinding snow-storm came on, 
obscuring the light and rendering the 
vessel completely helpless. In this 
condition she was driven upon Dun- 
gcness spit, where the waves buffeted 
her at will; and though the rigging 
was cut away and every effort made to 
get her off, all proved futile and little 
will be saved. The Mitchell belonged 
to Geo. A. Meigs, of the Port Madison 
Mills, and, it is said, was. not insured. 
A very strong gale has been blowing 
on the Bound for several days, and 011 
Tuesday, at Seattle, the waves were 
running like the open sea. The steam­ 
ers Ruby and Polltkofsky went to the 
rescue, or to render assistance, but 
without avail. Three men were 
drowned. The past few months have 
been extraordinarily severe on ship­ 
ping, and marine disasters are of al­ 
most weekly occurrence. 
Hay retails at four cents per pound 
at Austin, Nev. 


The Mexican Brigands. 
A correspondent of the Stockton In­ 
dependent, writing from Chinese 
Camp, Tuolumne county, March 13th, 
furnishes the following additional 
particulars regarding the robbery at 
Byrnes’ Ferry, which was briefly re­ 
ported in yesterday’s Chronicle: 
“When the four Mexicans made the 
attack on Pardies Brothers’ store 
there were four inside, two of whom 
escaped by a side door. One, a China­ 
man, they allowed to pass out. The 
fourth, an Italian, the proprietor, 
they bound with ropes, threatening to 
kill him if he did not tell them where 
his money was. Hi* delivered to them 
about twenty dollars, all the¿money 
he had. Failing to find money, they 
each took a bundle of the best cloth­ 
ing in the store, consisting of pants, 
flue shirts, each a hut, buckskin gloves 
and hoots, a rifle, pistol and two shot­ 
guns. After securing these articles 
they left, going toward Copperopolis. 
They drove off all the loose horses tor 
fear of pursuit. Following is the best 
description I can give of the robbers: 
One small, stout Mexican, about twen­ 
ty-five years old, hair very black and 
straight and cut square like an Indian, 
and complexion rather light. One 
with light complexion, with hair not 
very dark and cut short, large mouth, 
fine set of teeth, dressed in black. One 
light complexion, brownish hair, mus­ 
tache light, tending to red, about thir­ 
ty years old. These three are about 
five feet six or seven inches in bight. 
One, the oldest, is about thirty-four 
years of age, light complexion, brown­ 
ish hair, mustache same as last; thick 
upper lip, full face, defect in left eye, 
stoops a little, rolls when he walks, 
and is taller than theothers. One rode 
a large-sized black mare with a white 
star in the forehead. The other three 
rode light bay horses, all large, fine- 
looking stock, in good order. 
Rich placer diggings have been dis­ 
covered near Taos, New Mexico.

A Ghastly Disaster. 


A t Pere la Chaise, the celebrated 
Parisian cemetery, a disaster has oc­ 
curred which, happily, is w ithout pre­ 
cedent. 
It appears th at the railw ay of 
the M enilm ontant Charonne route is 
carried by a tunnel directly under the 
northeastern part of the burying- 
ground, near the Musselman quarter. 
Recently the arch of this tunnel was 
found to be defective, and passenger 
traffic was suspended. 
On Saturday, 
the 7th instant, at 9 p. m., a terrific 
noise was heard in the tunnel. The 
vault of the arch had fallen for a dis­ 
tance of twenty feet, dragging down 
into the abyss the m ortuary contents 
of some forty tombs. The hum an re­ 
mains—chiefly hones—were gathered 
together and deposited in another part 
of the cemetery. The work of remov­ 
ing the remains was a dangerous one, 
for it was feared that other portions of 
the vault might fall on the workmen, 
involving the living w ith the dead. 
On Sunday, the 8th, fifteen coffins 
were removed. The repairs of the tun­ 
nel will occupy more than a year of 
constant labor, as it w ill be necessary 
to replace the entire vault. 


Va 
and His Gang. 


The daring deeds of Tibureio Vas- 
quez, the wily und active bandit, whose 
scoundrel ism eclipses that of the noted 
Joaquin M urietta, have won foP him a 
national notoriety .within the space of 
a few months. H e has roamed through 
the southern counties of the State, 
and, apparently, held rodeo# of the 
desperadoes of his own ilk, gathering 
all the outcasts together under his 
command, and planning and plotting 
and executing raids upon travelers, 
ranches, and towns. H e has dcfleu 
the authorities w ith the audacity of a 
Yidocq, and battled every attem pt at 
capture. The story of his repeated 
trium phs over law and order has im ­ 
pressed m any of his adventurous coun­ 
trym en w ith the idea th at he is a 
chosen leader in rascality, one of the 
aunointed, and ought to bo assisted 
witli kindly encouragement in word 
and deed. The fellow has actually re­ 
cruited his gang oil several occasions 
w ith young Californians, whom he 
enticed to the broad trail leading to 
distinction by the narration of his tri­ 
um phs and the practice of the seduc­ 
tive arts in which beseem s to abound. 
Several members of his gang are boys, 
who bore fair reputations for honesty 
prior to uniting their fortunes w ith 
the outlaws. 
Others are young m en 
who never were promoted to the grand 
larceny grade until Vasquez adm itted 
them to his advanced class of rogues. 
Three ex-members of the Vasquez 
gang are at present drawing their ra­ 
tions at the State Prison. Captain 
Jam es Towle, the executive officer of 
the Prison, acting as W arden in the 
absence of Lieutenant-G overnor P a­ 
checo, called the attention of the w riter 
to this fact on the occasion of a recent 
visit to the institution, and kindly al­ 
lowed the prisoners 
to 
be inter­ 
viewed in the presence of officers. 
Teodoro Moreno, the oldest of the trio, 
had nothing of interest to com m uni­ 
cate, seemingly laboring under the 
impression th at he could not improve 
his situation by relating his own ex ­ 
perience or th a t of his leader. Moreno 
was convicted of murder in the second 
degree a t Monterey, and seutenced to 
im prisonm ent for life. 
H e is about 
th irty years of age. The next convict 
summoned 
was 
Ignacio 
Ronkel, 
known in the laundry register as No. 
5,888, and a tall and compact young 
m an of about 25 years. 
H e gave liis 
age at 22 years, and the w riter took 
exception to the statem ent and m en­ 
tally resolved to give his own idea of 
the case. Roukel held a position in 
tiie prison from 1866 to 1869, on ac­ 
count of his inability to prove a legal 
claim to certain horsés found in his 
possession. 
H e participated in the 
Vasquez raid on the California ranch, 
in Fresno county, and during one of 
the meles incidental to the suppres­ 
sion of the people about the ham let 
had the palm of his hand sliced open 
w ith a cheese-knife. The wound is 
still fresh and in bandage and looks as 
though it m ight be very painful. 
Ronkel hazards the opinion th at Vas­ 
quez will never allow him self to be 
captured alive aud is prodigal iu his 
praise of the bandit’s 
accom plish­ 
m ents. 
Senor Ronkel entered the 
prison on the 15th of February for a 
term of ten years. The youngest and 
brightest of the trio is Porcella Ana- 
m antoriaof Fresno, who is only seven­ 
teen years of age. A nam antoria is 
handsome in form, and has a face 
fem inine in its delicacy. H is dark 
eyes are large and lustero ;s and fring­ 
ed w ith long lashes, and there is 
m anifest sadness in his presence. The 
appearance of the youth naturally 
aw akens sym pathy am ong those who 
are unacquainted w ith the fact th at 
lie has fought under Vasquez, and 
deserves the punishm ent meted out for 
an infraction of the law. A nam antoria 
has a soft and pleasing voice, and tells 
the story of his wrongs w ith a naivete 
th at would be irresistable, were it not 
th at he brings his assumed innocence 
into a very prom inent position in clos­ 
ing his conversation. 
H e onlered the 
State Prison from Fresno county on 
the 8th instant, and is sure of a job at 
shoe-making for six years. The youth 
adm its that he rode on the highw ay 
w ith Vasquez, and says the bandit en­ 
snared him w ith false promises and 
rosy pictures of glory. I t is not gen­ 
erally known th a t Vasquez is an old 
convict, aud has a notable prison rec­ 
ord. H e entered the State prison on 
the 26th of August, 1857, from Los 
Angeles county, having been convicted 
of grand larceny and sentenced to im ­ 
prisonm ent for a term of five years. 
The bandit was then only nineteen 
years old. H e escaped June 25, 1859, 
and th e following August was appre­ 
hended in A m ador county on a churge 
of grand larceny. H e was convicted, 
and returned to the prison to serve a 
term of one year. The fact of his pre­ 
vious escape does not appear to have 
been taken into consideration by the 
A m ador court. The next term of his 
im prisonm ent began January 18, 1867, 
when he was sent from Sonoma county 
for grand lurceny and held for a period 
of four years. Since serving this last 
term , Vasquez has been constantly 
engaged in robbing and m urdering 
people in the southern counties. 
He 
is still at large. 


Arizona Indians. 


The Miner of the 9th says th at Dr. 
W illiam s has from 1,400 to 1,500 In ­ 
dians under his care. 
More are com­ 
ing in every day, and they are well 
satisfied. The M iner thinks there will 
be trouble w ith these Indians if the 
report is true that the Verde agency is 
to be abolished and th e Indians re­ 
moved. It also reports concerning the 
H ualpai troubles, that Mr. Levi Basil- 
ford, who recently passed through 
their country, is credited with having 
said th at m atters down there are not 
so bad as we had believed them to be. 
True, the H ualpais have wounded a 
citizen, tried to kill others and stolen 
a great deal of stock from farmers, 
rauclitneu and others, but Mr. B. says 
th at while he was a t Camp Beale 
Springs a sm all party of H ualpai war­ 
riors arrived there w ith propositions 
for peace, which are about as follows: 
They to give up all stock recently 
stolen by them and to pay damages 
for other depredations, if Governm ent 
will agree not to force them to go to 
the Colorado river reservation, where 
they say their women would be ruined 
and they, themselves, starved by the 
agent and enervated by the clim ate. 
Anim als they have killed and eaten 
cannot, of course, be returned to their 
original owners, but for these they 
propose to pay money or other ani­ 
mals. They do not wish to fight the 
whites, but will do so rather th an be 
driven out of their own country in or­ 
der to give a “pious” agent a chance 
to m ake money out of tnelr misery. 


Mrs. Ann Eliza Young, the lecturing 
wife of Brigham , has told a Boston 
Po»t reporter how the Congressional 
Committees make their annual inves­ 
tigation in Salt Lake City, at a cost to 
the country of $20,01)0. 
They are re­ 
ceived by the Mormon officers, who 
show them around, feast and wine 
them , and take care th a t they do not 
see th e domestic m isery th at comes of 
polygamy. 


Nine Days on One Biscuit. 


F ranklin H. Hendersou of Indian 
Valley, Plumas county, left his home, 
three miles from Taylorville, on the 
21st of February for Barbert’s ranch in 
M ountain Meadows, distance about 
tw enty-tw o miles. 
On ihe 22d he left 
H arbert’s ranch for home, traveling 
on snow-shoes. 
About noon of that 
day he got lost and traveled for nine 
consecutive days before lie came to 
any house, until the 2d of March, when 
lie came down into H oney Lake Val­ 
ley, three miles below Janesville, at 
the Dubois ranch. 
Both feet were 
frozen, one of them badly. Otherwise 
he is feeling quite well. 
From H ar­ 
bert’s ranch to the end of his journey 
m ust be about forty-five miles on an 
air line. 
H e thinks lie m ust have 
traveled at least 100 miles with but one 
biscuit to eat. 
H e was obliged to 
abandon his snow-shoes on the second 
day, from the fact that they were caus­ 
ing his feet to freeze. 
H e MTas quite 
exhausted on his arrival at Dubois’ 
place.—[Lassen Advertiser.
